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“Choose life, then, that you and your descendants may live’ 
(CDRSO Ao): 

Since the beginning of the pro-life movement in this 
country, these words have been a rallying cry and a 
source of reassurance. How do we understand the mean- 
ing of this passage today? : 

A key moment in answering this question came when 
Cardinal Joseph Bernardin delivered a series of speeches 
in 1983 and 1984 on the development of a “‘consistent 
ethic of life,’’ invoking the scriptural image of Christ’s 
seamless garment to convey the breadth of concern that 
Catholics should bring to their respect life mission. 


THE CARDINAL urged all Catholics to expend the 
intellectual and moral effort needed to promote a com- 
prehensive vision of the Church’s teaching on the dignity 
of the human person. 


The magnitude of the challenge was not lost upon those 
listening, but it was not always easy to hear without deep 
emotional response. To be stretched, questioned, 
challenged to embrace a wider frame of reference, to re- 
think the connections among issues, to move beyond the 
inevitable tensions that develop among people passionate- 
ly committed to different issues — these were ‘‘hard 
sayings.’’ Much had been done to promote consensus and 
consistency already, but more was needed. The Holy 
Spirit’s stirrings of justice, prudence, fortitude and 
temperance call us, the entire Church, to continuing con- 
version to the gospel message. Are we coming to under- 
stand that to ‘‘choose life’? demands a thorough alteration 
of consciousness and conduct? 


Questions without precedent in human experience con- 
front us: genetic manipulation, nuclear warfare, control 
of human reproduction. Other questions that have always 
stalked the human conscience rise up with dramatic new 
contours: euthanasia, caré of disabled newborns, capital 
punishment. We also live in an era in which the religious 
consensus that shaped the traditions of the Western world 
for centuries is no longer exercising a philosophical and 
practical monopoly. Finally, we live in a world of global 
consciousness. Decisions made in our nation regarding 
many human rights (aid to dependent nations, population 
policies, arms treaties, to name a few) have dramatic 
effects upon peoples and economies far from our shores. 


THIS MULTIPLICATION of issues and their com- 
plexity create some of the most perplexing questions for 
individuals, agencies and governing bodies in the church. 
Each of us is challenged to discover linkages among 
issues, while understanding the differences that exist 
among those issues; to work together in common witness,

Seattle bishops will go to Rome 


Archbishop Raymond Hunthausen and Auxiliary 
Bishop Donald Wuerl of Seattle will go together to Rome 
for a ‘‘forthright discussion’’ of the problems in their 
archdiocese, Bishop Wuerl said in a Sept. 19 letter. In a 
separate action Sept. 22, the 17 Catholic bishops of 
‘Alaska, Idaho, Montana, Oregon and Washington issued 
a declaration that they “‘unanimously support’’ the two 
bishops in their efforts to deal with the controversy. 
Meanwhile, Western Washington Catholics have 
gathered more than 12,000 signatures on a petition 
urging Rome to restore Archbishop Hunthausen’s 
authority. Since Sept. 4, when Archbishop Hunthausen 
’ and Bishop Wuerl jointly announced the Vatican-ordered 
transfer of authority over liturgy, clergy education and 
several other areas of archdiocesan life, the two prelates 
have been at the center of a storm of controversy. 


Self-help projects get CHD grants 


An economic development program in Epes, Ala., and 
a low-income housing coalition in El Paso, Texas, are 
among 220 self-help projects awarded a total of $6.34 
million by the Campaign for Human Development. The 
campaign is the U.S. bishops’ anti-poverty program. The 
1986 grants were announced Sept. 25 in Washington by 
Bishop Arthur N. Tafoya of Pueblo, Colo., chairman of 
the committee which oversees the campaign. This year’s 
allocations bring to $95 million the total the campaign has 
given to more than 2,400 anti-poverty projects since it 
- was established in 1970.

Pro-life groups praise decision 

Pro-life leaders have praised a decision to lift a govern- 
ment regulation that had required federally funded family 
planning clinics to give information on abortion to pregnant 
clients. Under the regulation, government-funded clinics 
were required to give ‘‘non-directive’’ information on abor- 
tion along with information on prenatal care and delivery, 
infant care, foster care and adoption to a woman seeking 
advice on an unintended pregnancy. Pro-life groups had 
complained that the rule meant they could not participate in 
the $142.5 million a year federal family planning program 
because they could not comply with the requirement to tell 
pregnant clients about the availability of abortion. The deci- 
sion, by Health and Human Services Secretary Otis Bowen, 
was revealed in late September. 


Comedian gets Catholic award 


Comedian Steve Allen has been named winner of the 
1986 Gabriel Personal Achievement Award. The award, 
presented by Unda-USA, a Catholic association of broad- 
casters and communicators, is given annually to an indivi- 
dual whose work and career have provided outstanding 
leadership to the broadcasting community. Maury 
Sheridan, president of Unda-USA and director of the 
Seattle archdiocese’s communications office, cited Allen’s 
skills as a writer, musician and actor and said that Allen, a 
Presbyterian lay man, ‘‘has given of his time to media 
projects ranging from spots for the release of the hostages in 
Lebanon to specials on the hungry and homeless.’’ The 
office also named 39 television and radio programs and two 
stations from 600 entries as winners‘of Gabriel Awards and 
Gabriel Certificates of Merit. 


Archbishop criticizes ‘fanaticism’ 


Archbishop Rembert Weakland of Milwaukee has sharp- 
ly criticized “‘rigidity’’ and ‘‘fear’’ as the response of church 
leaders to the ferment in Catholic moral theology today. 
“‘Fanaticism and small-mindedness,’’ he said, are not the 
way to achieve the church’s legitimate goal of ‘‘purity and 
integrity of doctrine.’’ He said the church has too often been

SAN DIEGO — Crime in San Diego County increased 
12 percent the first six months of 1986, compared to the 
same period of 1985. Shadowing this trend was an 
increase of break-ins and vandalism at churches in the 
Diocese of San Diego. 


While the San Diego Association of Governments keeps 
accurate accounts of crime in the county, Ron Hinkle of 
the Catholic Mutual Group is responsible for processing 
claims of burglaries on diocesan properties. 


CATHOLIC MUTUAL, based in Omaha, Neb., 
insures approximately 65 dioceses and 100 religious order 
properties throughout the country. 


According to Hinkle, 47 claims totaling $27,843 were 
made in 1985. To date in 1986, 49 claims resulting in 
payments of $36,803 have been made. 


Only a few of the reported losses were caused by 
vandalism, said Hinkle, whose office is located in the 
basement of the Diocesan Offices. Most cases reported 
are of articles stolen from churches, rectories and schools. 


ITEMS STOLEN have included money, television 
sets, typewriters, microphones and various religious 
articles. 


Father Ned Brockhaus, pastor'of St. Jude Shrine, is 
well acquainted with Hinkle. He has filed several claims 
for his present parish and former one — Our’ Lady of 
Angels Church. 


Father Brockhaus jokes about being followed by 
burglars. While at Our Lady of Angels, he had several car 
stereos stolen. He recalls life-size statues pilfered from the 
church about eight years ago; they were later found in a 
dumpster wrapped in altar boy cassocks. 


BEFORE LEAVING Our Lady of Angels, Father 
Brockhaus had outside lights installed on the rectory, as 
well as bars on the windows. 


One night last July — hours after a police captain and 
sergeant spoke at the parish hall — thieves broke into St. 
Jude’s and stole items worth $1,600, said Father 
Brockhaus. He also reported that the tabernacle was 
stolen at St. Jude’s a few years ago. 


Other churches contacted reported minor losses. 
According to Terry Bulat, secretary at Blessed Sacrament 
Church, ‘‘things are stolen despite the fact we lock things 
up.’’ Last month money was stolen from the school 
secretary's purse. 


THE CHURCH’S location on El Cajon Boulevard 
makes it a prime target, Bulat said, and parishioners are

conscious of their belongings. ‘‘It’s a problem that 
someone else might call petty, but it’s theft,’’ she added. 

Father Robert Fambrini, SJ, pastor of Christ the King 
parish, said the Southeast San Diego church has little 
problems with burglaries and vandalism. ‘“There’s been

one (break-in) since I’ve been here,’’ he said. In the past, 
items such as microphones, a lectionary and sanctuary 
lamp had been stolen. 


This church is noted for its statue of Christ the King, 
which has both hands missing — the result of vandalism. 
The pastor at that time decided to leave the statue 
handless and had a sign made, which read: ‘‘I have no 
hands but yours.’’ These words are now inscribed on a 
permanent plate at the foot of the statue. 


AT ST. JOHN of the Cross in Lemon Grove, two 
microphones locked in the choir loft were stolen in 
August, said Elisa Lewis, parish secretary. They were 
valued at $300 apiece. ‘‘It was the first time anything had 
been stolen in years,’’ she said. 


Unlike years past, few churches leave their doors open 
overnight. Mike Cazel, loss prevention manager of 
Catholic Mutual in Omaha, believes this is an invitation 
to thieves. ‘‘You’ve got a potential for theft. . . as well 
as vandalism,’’ he said. 


Spokesmen for all churches contacted said doors are 
locked after the last Mass of the day. If someone wants to 
enter Good Shepherd Church after hours, he may contact 
the rectory or parish custodian, said Frank Nugent, 
parish secretary. An exception to the after-hours lockup is 
nocturnal adorations held at various churches. 


MOST CHURCHES take preventive measures to 
avoid burglaries. Some have alarm systems and others, 
like Ascension Church, have caretakers living on the 
premises. 


Although the number of property loss claims made by 
San Diego churches this year has already surpassed those 
issued in 1985, Cazel said the figure reflects the national 
average. 


According to Cazel, 718 theft and 229 vandalism claims 
were reported to Catholic Mutual from January to 
August of 1986. About 90 percent of the claims were 
diocesan-related properties, he added. 


IN AN effort to help dioceses prevent property losses, 
Catholic Mutual is preparing a loss prevention manual 
which will be available to parishes in San Diego County 
by Thanksgiving, said Cazel (See accompanying story). 


He calls church theft ‘‘something that occurs on a 
frequent basis’? and a trend of the times. Father 
Brockhaus believes the motive for church robberies has 
changed. In the past, pranksters were usually to blame, he 
said. Today many street people and drug addicts break in 
and steal goods that can be pawned for money. 


Experts offer tips for preventing church break-ins 


It is doubtful that a single church in the diocese has not 
been burglarized or vandalized. What is certain is that 
those experiences have resulted in measures to prevent 
future break-ins. 

Whenever a parish is a victim of theft, Ron Hinkle of 
The Catholic Mutual Group usually hears about it. 
Hinkle processes claims submitted by diocesan properties 
and forwards the information to the national office in

IN AN effort to help the approximately 65 dioceses 
Catholic Mutual insures, the company is preparing a loss 
prevention manual to be available by Thanksgiving. 
Below is part of a security checklist included in the 
manual. 

Churches and rectories should be equipped with 
exterior lighting on main entrances, timers to control 
lighting for rectories when out for extended periods and a 
wide angle viewer on solid doors. 

The checklist gives other precautions: deadlocking side 
bolts for spring latch locks, adding anti-slide and anti-lift 
protection for sliding glass doors, and security pins on 
double-hung windows.

IN ADDITION, valuables should be engraved 
through Operation ID, and main entrances should be 
made visible from the street to neighbors. 


Mike Cazel, loss prevention manager of Catholic 
Mutual, has two important tips for parishes. Pastors 
should think twice about printing information in the 
parish bulletin about collection totals taken during 
Masses. 

Some churches go as far as printing the amount 
collected in checks and in cash, he said. ‘‘It is an easy 
indicator to a substantial amount of cash,’’ he said. ‘‘It’s 
a temptation to an individual that may not have been 
aware of it.”’ 


PARISH BULLETINS are informative tools, added 
Cazel, “‘but unfortunately, not only parishioners read 
those bulletins.’’ 

Cazel also suggested that parishes join a neighborhood 
watch program. ‘‘It’s an excellent program and provides 
additional protection for the church.”’ 


“Why can't you be like everyone else, 
George, and just put a check or cash 
- in the Mission Sunday collection?”’ 


Officer John Slough of the San Diego Police 
Department’s crime prevention unit said churches 
generally do not participate in the city’s community alert 
program. ‘‘Most churches in town are only open during 
daylight hours,”’ he said. 


NEIGHBORS NORMALLY watch other homes and 
not churches, said Slough. If a pastor is interested in 
joining a neighborhood watch program, he and his 
neighbors should agree to watch each other’s property, 
the policeman added. 


Slough said it is ‘‘an excellent idea for churches to join 
a neighborhood watch program. It would make a nice 
location to hold the meetings.’’.Churches, he added, ‘‘are 
supposed to be part of the community. This way it would 
be on a personal level.’’

Auxiliary bishops a 
powers from pope 


Auxiliary bishops, before the Second 
Vatican Council, were closer to the 
priests they had recently been, than to the 
bishops that they had become. 


The main function, often, for the auxil- 
iary bishop, was to go about the diocese 
and confirm — relieving the bishop who 
headed the diocese for all the other work. 


VATICAN II CHANGED all that. 
Before the council there was much discus- 
sion whether auxiliary bishops could be 
full voting members of anything. Auxil- 
iary Bishop Gerals McDevitt of Philadel- 
phia rose to the floor to object to the term 
“‘merelvy’” as a proposed council text 
applied to auxiliary bishops. 


“‘The council has made its mind clear 
that episcopal consecration incorporates a 
man into the episcopal college and gives 
him the fullness of episcopal powers,’’ he 
said. The argument was whether auxil- 
iary bishops should have a deliberate vote 
in local conferences of bishops. 


His point-won the day and the council 
went on to be much more explicit in de- 
tailing where and how auxiliary bishops 
fitted into the whole new scheme of 
things. 

PRIOR TO the council, auxiliaries 
were not quite considered water boys and 
bag carriers for the head of the diocese — 
but they were not considered true episco- 
pal timbre either. So dependent were they 
on the head of the diocese, that when he 
died their office ceased to be. 


That is no longer true. A sign that the 
whole church was tending this way is the 
vote on: the chapter dealing with auxiliar- 
ies at the council. It passed by a vote of 
1982 to 22, thus giving them new powers 
and dignity. 

The new Code of Canon Law, which 
took the documents of the council and 
wrote them into new laws, reflects this 
thinking. as well. 


THE LAW requires that auxiliary 
bishops become either vicar generals or 
episcopal vicars of the diocese and are the 
only members of the diocese who con- 
tinue in office when a bishop dies. 


Even the arrangement of the codes 
expresses this point. In the 1917 edition 
auxiliaries and ordinaries were treated 
differently in separate pieces of legisla- 
tion. Now all bishops are treated equally 
in the first part of the code, and the differ- 
ences between ordinary, coadjutor and 
auxiliaries are handled in separate admin- 
istrative pieces later on. 


Auxiliary bishops have been in the

news recently with the announcement 
that some particular tasks were given to 
the new Auxiliary Bishop of Seattle, Don- 
ald Wuerl. Certain areas of administra- 
tion including the tribunal, laicized 
priests, etc., were placed under his com- 
plete jurisdiction at the direction of the 
Congregation of Bishops in the Vatican. 


THIS TOO is handled in the new 
code. Auxiliaries normally come at the re- 
quest of the bishops in charge, because of 
the size of his diocese or the number of 
people. But the code is clear — an auxil- 
iary can be appointed by the Pope, with 
certain special powers, as happened to 
Bishop Wuerl. 


It is interesting to note, however, that 
the powers were delegated to Bishop 
Wuerl by Archbishop Hunthausen who 
heads the Archdiocese, at the request of 
the Vatican. Archbishop Hunthausen did 
so after receiving written confirmation 
from the Pope’s representative in the 
United States, the Papal Nuncio Arch- 
bishop Pio Laghi. It was not an end run, 
but the Vatican is obviously calling the 
plays on this one. 


In the United States, which has almost 
20% of the world’s auxiliary bishops (192 
out 994), there is not much of a statistical 
difference between heads of diocese and 
their associates. The average age of all 
bishops is 60.8; the average age of all aux- 
ilary bishops is 59.6. 


THE ONLY difference in the national 
conference of U.S. bishops between auxil- 
iaries and those who head dioceses is vot- 
ing on ‘‘money issues.’’ The conference 
budget, expenses and donations are de- 
coded by the heads of dioceses. There is 
no other distinction. In fact, Washington 
D.C. Auxiliary Bishop Eugene Marino, 
SSJ, was elected to a three-year term as 
secretary of the entire Conference of Bish- 
ops last November, the first time an auxil- 
iary had achieved national office in the 
history of the conference. 


Obviously, auxiliaries have finally 
arrived.

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Church commitment to farms

pastoral, ‘Economic Justice for All — Catholic Social Teaching and the U.S. 
Economy.’ In the third draft of this document, they call for the preservation of 
‘moderate-sized farms.’ The pastoral also encourages farmers to develop 
‘solidarity in the farm community’ by working cooperatively with each other ‘in 
the purchase of supplies and equipment and in the marketing of produce.’ 


Enough theologians for future church?

Because of recent controversies 
regarding academic freedom in Catholic 
colleges and universities, there is a feeling 
on the part of some that those institutions 

_ will not be able to attract talented theolo- 
gians to their faculties in the near future. 


Some observers feel we will see many 
Catholic theologians opting to teach at 
state or private universities instead. It is 
also suggested that we will see our most 
challenging theologians replaced by the- 
ologians who present the faith as static 
and rigid. 

PERSONALLY, I feel this won’t hap- 
pen. Good theologians don’t switch when 
challenged. And theologians of either the 
far left or far right run the risk of narrow- 
ing their audience to those who are com- 
fortable with narrow ideas. They lose peer 
approval and full acceptance as 
theologians. 


What is of greater concern for the

church is the growing realization that the 
number of theologians may grow smaller 
as our current theologians grow older and 
retire. Most of our best theologians have 
come from the seminary. Some very 
prominent ones have also come from wo- 
men’s religious orders and from the ranks 
of the laity. No matter their origin, most 
theologians began their quest to become a 
theologian at a very young age. 


In the seminary, where the highest per- 
centage of theologians start out, the num- 
ber of candidates to the priesthood is 
down, thus limiting the number of 
possible theologian candidates. 
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ALSO, THERE has been a dramatic 
jump in the age of men entering the sem- 
inary. About one-third of today’s semin- 
arians are more than 30 years old. At 30, 
it is more difficult to learn Greek, Latin 
and Hebrew for the first time and to 
undertake the intensive learning. Actual- 
ly, it increases it. It is in youth, however, 
that the seeds of learning are best planted. 
That is when the fundamentals are best 
learned so that as a person gets older he or 
she has a strong foundation. 


As the church moves into the 21st cen- 
tury, the number of second-career men 
are making excellent priests and are meet- 
ing a great need. But they, like most 
priests who are not theologians, need the 
wisdom of persons who have made it a 
lifelong mission to study and write on 
theology. 


From the studies and insights of theolo- 
gians priests get ideas for homilies and for 


teaching, and are personally enriched. 
Lay people, too, are enriched by the work 
of theologians. In more ways than we 
sometimes suspect, we depend on theolo- 
gians for sustenance. 


OVER THE last 20 years since the 
Second Vatican Council, Catholic the- 
ological books have been more plentiful 
than ever. The same is true for theological 
journals. There has also been an increase 
in Catholic adult education, and it has 
benefited greatly from theologians who 
have enlivened our imaginations and faith 
with new insights and challenges. 


The biggest theological problem the 
church faces in the future is attracting 
young people who will consider the life of 
a theologian their calling and first career 
in life.

— and when the new Congress goes to 
work next January its major job will be an 
economy that is in trouble. 


The problems we face include a nation- 
al debt growing at the rate of $200 billion 
a year, a full-scale depression on the 
nation’s farms, a rash of bank failures, 
huge loans to foreign nations which can- 
not be repaid, a rising trade deficit caused 
by buying more abroad than we sell, 
massive speculation on the stock market, 
and a steady loss of our best jobs to other 
nations. 


ANY ONE of these would be cause for 
concern. Together they are reason to 
push the panic button. If we don’t do 
something and do it soon, there is going 
to be a worldwide depression that could 
easily be worse than the Great Depression 
of the 1930s. Inaction now could bring 
untold miséry to virtually every person on 
the globe. 

What has often paralyzed us in the past 
is a belief we are so powerful we can solve 
these problems alone. In fact, they are 
international. The deficits are caused by 


an arms race we can’t control alone. The 
farm crisis is caused by the loss of over- 
seas markets. Many of our banking 
problems were caused by changes in oil 
prices. Unemployment is up because jobs 
once done by Americans are now being 
done by workers in other nations. 

Although these problems affect us very 
directly, we can’t solve them alone. We 
may be the free world’s leader, but we 
can’t stop the arms race unilaterally. We 
can’t force other nations to buy our farm 
goods. We can’t set the price of oil. We 
can’t force overseas manufacturers to 
raise their prices. Even if we set up trade 
barriers, it only means other nations will 
shut their doors on our exports. 


WE’RE LIKE the quarterback on a 
football team. We may lead the team but 
we’re also a member of the team. The 
quarterback calls the plays but unless the 
other players agree, the team won’t win 
any games. 


It’s important to the world’s future that 
Americans use this election to put people 
in Congress who realize how dangerous 
the situation is, who understand our 
problems are global problems, and who 
can work on them without ideological 
blinders. The last thing we. need in 
national leadership today are people who 
believe they know the solution to all 
problems without having to think about 
them.

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St. Kieran’s 
expands with 
two facilities

EL CAJON — ‘‘St. Kieran’s is an example of dedica- 
tion to all phases of the church’s life,’’ Bishop Leo T. 
Maher told parishioners gathered for the Sept. 28 liturgy 
and blessing of the new administration center and parish 
hall annex. 


At the beginning of the Mass, Father James Rankin, 
pastor, thanked those who made the two-month project 
possible — Phil Roccaforte, Jim Easterling, parishioner 
and general contractor for the construction, church mem- 
bers and their friends who volunteered their labor. 


““THE BUILDING project did not increase the parish 
debt,’’ Father Rankin told the Southern Cross. ‘“The an- 
nex was an unconditional gift of Par Development’’ 
owned by Roccaforte and Easterling. The $81,000 cost of 
the administration building was financed by selling a 
house located on the parish property. 


In his homily, Bishop Maher commended the assembly 
for the parish expansion. He asked them to support the 
diocese’s highest priority — completing the new St. 
Vincent de Paul Shelter for the homeless. “*Every individ- 
ual in the diocese is committed to the preferential love for 
the poor,”’ he said. 

BISHOP MAHER used the Gospel story of the rich 
man and Lazarus to illustrate the plight of ‘‘those caught 
up in luxury: They forget their relationship to God, their 
eternal destiny and their neighbor in need,’’ he said. 

Concelebrants for the liturgy were Father Rankin; 
Father Peter Escalante, vocations office director; and 
Father Owen Mullen, assistant campus minister at the 
University of San Diego. Deacon C. Edwin Donivan 
assisted. 


Timothy Hilgeman, coordinator of liturgy and wor- 
ship, led the congregational singing. 

AFTER THE Mass, Bishop Maher led the procession 
to the administration building which he said symbolizes 
““new opportunities the laity has in the church.”’ 


This facility boasts seven offices, a conference room 
and resource center. It enables ‘‘all the parish offices to be 
under the same roof for the first time,’’ Father Rankin 
said. 


Previously, the rectory housed his office and that of his 
secretary Jean Poe and bookkeeper Bea Smiley. They 
were one-fourth of a mile from the parish house where 
Deacon Donivan, Director of Catechetical Ministry 
Nancy Jamilkowski and Youth Minister Jim House 
worked. 


THE BUILDING’S mauve and grey decorations were 
designed by Easterling’s wife Nancy and Roccaforte’s 
wife Shirley. The pastor’s desk faces a 3-foot-high cross 
sand-cast by Elizabeth Kapa, fifth grade teacher at St. 
Kieran School. 


The one-room annex to the parish hall more than 
doubled the size of this facility, Easterling said. A recep- 
tion was held here after Bishop Maher dedicated the 
gathering place. 
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Guests glanced at rows of colored photos which told the 
story of St. Kieran’s building project. 


IT BEGAN July 11 with ground-breaking. Over 100 
volunteers contributed a total of some 1,000 hours of la- 
bor, Easterling said. They came on weekends and after 
hours to work on concrete cutting, framing, plumbing 
and roofing, he said.

HE TOLD the 3,000-member congre- 
gation gathered at the University of Port- 
land that ‘‘I have heard in my prayer and 
my heart the Lord saying to me as he did 
to Peter, ‘Do you love me? Then feed my 
lambs. Give my flock a_shepherd’s 
Care... 

‘Today, therefore. . . I pledge to you 
my every effort to work with you and for 
you to build up the body of Christ in our 
midst through collaboration with the 
priests, Religious and laity of the Arch- 


Archbishop Levada told the three car- 
dinals, 13 archbishops, 39 bishops and 
230 priests at the Mass that ‘‘you provide 
by your presence and prayer a visible sign 
of your support of the local church of 
Portland and its new shepherd.”’ 


ARCHBISHOP PIO Laghi, apostolic 
pronuncio to the United States, read the 
letter of appointment that made Arch- 
bishop Levada the eighth archbishop of 
the nation’s second-oldest archdiocese. 
Only the Baltimore Archdiocese is older. 


Archbishop Laghi joked in his talk 
about a power outage, a reference to the 
retirement of Archbishop Cornelius 
Power, 72. The papal representative paid 
tribute to Archbishop Power’s keen wit 
and love for the flock he led. 


Archbishop Levada spoke of the first

California bishops denounce AIDS proposal 


SACRAMENTO (NC) — The 20 bishops of Cali- 
fornia Sept. 16 denounced a statewide referendum that 
would quarantine AIDS victims, saying the proposal vio- 
lates civil rights. 


The referendum, known as Proposition 64, will appear 
on the California ballot in November. The voter-initiated 
referendum is backed by political extremist Lyndon 
LaRouche. 


PROPOSITION 64 ‘‘threatens the civil rights of all 
persons in this state as well as the mutual trust and respect 
which characterize life in a civilized and humane 
society,’’ the bishops said in the statement issued by the 
California Catholic Conference in Sacramento. 


Also, the bishops warned, if the referendum passes, 
‘‘expertise and resources would be diverted to identify- 
ing, isolating and quarantining persons with AIDS rather 
than to finding a cure for the disease, educating people for 
effective prevention, and caring for persons suffering 
from it.”’ 


The proposition is ‘‘an irrational, inappropriate and 
misguided approach to a serious public health problem,”’ 
they said. 

AIDS, ACQUIRED immune deficiency syndrome, 
has no known cure yet and kills its victims by destroying 
the body’s ability to fight other diseases. It is generally

In their statement the bishops noted that there is no 
evidence that AIDS is transmitted by casual contact and 
said the vague language of the referendum could mean 
that people merely suspected of being AIDS carriers could 
be removed from their jobs and schools. 


In addition to the statement, some California bishops 
also have spoken out individually against Proposition 64. 
Bishop Leo T. Maher has called the proposal ‘‘morally 
intolerable,’’ and Bishop Thaddeus Shubsda of Monterey 
said that ‘‘rather than punish people who have AIDS, we 
should be helping conquer the disease.’’ 


OTHER CALIFORNIA bishops who have taken steps 
to support AIDS victims and to educate people about the 
disease are Archbishop John R. Quinn of San Francisco, 
Archbishop Roger Mahony of Los Angeles and Bishop 
Phillip Straling of San Bernardino. 

Also signing the statement were Bishops Joseph J. 
Madera of Fresno, John S. Cummins of Oakland, Francis 
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A. Quinn of Sacramento, R. Pierre DuMaine of San 
Jose, Mark J. Hurley of Santa Rosa, Donald W. 
Montrose of Stockton, John Dolinay of the Byzantine 
Eparchy of Van Nuys, and Archbishop Thomas Clevel, 
Panamanian-born vicar of Hispanics in the Diocese of 
Orange.

“The Holy Spirit respected the personality of each 
of the authors of Sacred Scripture,’’ Bishop Berlie said. 
The Gospel according to St. Peter is not the same as 
that of St. John because of the differences in the 
writers’ personalities. Likewise, the Holy . Spirit 
respects the personality of each catechist whose 
message is unique. 


FAITH IS A gift from God. In baptism, a person 
receives this gift without being conscious of it. There 
comes a time in life, however, in which one has to 
respond to the faith, the bishop said. 


A person has to come to a decision about the faith. 
“You cannot say ‘I believe in Jesus Christ’ and not 
change,’’ Bishop Berlie said. 


To follow Jesus, one has to go through a conversion 
process — ‘‘a radical passage from one state to 
another’’ that requires saying ‘yes’ to Jesus. 


“TO BELIEVE (in Christ) is something like being 
in love. If you’re not in love, you will not transmit 
any’’ of Christ’s message, the bishop said. 

Although the pope has received a special gift of the 
Holy Spirit, making him the most important teacher of 
Christ’s message in the world, he cannot do it all. “‘We 
have to evangelize our own people through our own 
testimonies of faith,’’ he said. ‘‘We have to be ‘yes’ 
people.”’ 

Christian conviction transcends political boun- 
daries, he said. There are some 850 million Catholics 
in the world; only China has a larger population than 
this. All these Catholics should spread ‘‘their feeling, 
their enthusiasm’’ for the faith. 


Believing in Christ is something like being in love, 
says Bishop Berlie.

The program included over 40 
workshops on preschool, teen, adult and 
special religious education.

According to Ginger Infantino, OCM 
director, the institute has gained 
popularity since its beginning 10 years 
ago when it was known as a fall congress. 

The increased interest in the institute 
can partly be attributed to the national 
reputations of speakers and workshop

Cravens, catechists attend the institute to 
learn new techniques for their classes and 
to enhance their personal development.

IN HIS homily, Father Del Priore told 
participants that to follow in Jesus’ 
footsteps meant to carry His cross. ‘‘He’s 
saying, ‘I know what it is to suffer.

Keynoter: Reconciliation 
brings down barriers

ALCALA PARK maleic 
Christian is a reconcilor who brings 
peace’’ as he walks in the footsteps of 
Jesus, Father Robert Hater told an 
audience that packed Camino Theatre 
for his keynote address at the annual 
Catechetical Institute. 


Father Hater is a professor of 
religious studies at the University of 
Dayton, Ohio, and former Director of 
Religious Education for the 
Archdiocese of Cincinnati. 


“WE HAVE within us the healing 
and reconciling spirit of the risen 
Lord,” he said, stressing the need for 
reconciliation in families and work- 
places. ‘‘People are torn by divorce, 
drugs, alcoholism, and rejection 
....’’ They wonder why Christians 
do not live the message of. reconcilia- 
tion, which he said brings down 
barriers between people. 


He illustrated this message with a 
story of the Masai tribe in Tanzania, 
Africa, that was drawn to Catholicism 
about two decades ago by the concept 
of forgiveness they learned from the 


Bible. 


The tribe retained its custom of 
passing tall grass from one person to 
another as a sign of peace. On Satur- 
days the symbol traveled from the chief 
to each hut, making its way back to the 
chief. 


ONE SUNDAY the leader notified 
the priest his people would not cel- 
ebrate Mass that day because the grass 
had not been returned to him. He con- 
sidered it necessary to pray and fast for 
reconciliation before celebrating the 
Eucharist, Father Hater said. 


“New life comes from walking with 
hurting people,’’ he said, adding that 
reconciliation occurs among those who 
are broken. ‘‘Jesus ministered from his 
brokenness’’ exemplified at his birth 
and death. 


The speaker gave the biblical 
distinction between poverty, which he 
called an ‘‘evil,”” and a poor person. 
“‘God is present in the condition of a 
hurting and poor person,’ he said. 
“‘God is also present in your stories.”’ 


FATHER HATER emphasized 
that the ‘‘journey to reconciliation is a 
Journey toward life, love and hope’’ 
that begins ‘‘when we come to peace 
with ourselves.”’ 


He told the story of a troubled girl, 
who sat next to a mother and her baby 
at Mass. The baby brushed away the 
girl’s tears, which left her with a sense 
of renewed hope. Later the mother 
thanked her for healing her baby, 
whom she said ‘‘must have had a pain- 
ful birth she never laughed or 
smiled’’ before this incident. 


‘“‘We are invited to give freedom and 
life — to wipe tears away and let others 
remove ours,’’ Father Hater said. 


HE GAVE some pointers on how to 
bring about reconciliation. 


“.Wé- “become “symbols of 
reconciliation when we share our joy.”’ 
Look at the good side of people, not at 
their faults, he said. 


He said that catechists should be 
healers of the children they teach. 
“Your message will be meaningful 
only if it touches their hurts.’’ He 
urged them to learn about their pupils’ 
painful experiences. Children need 
more support and compassion, and less 
competition thrust on them by society, 
he said. 

FATHER HATER contrasted 
people’s need of love with their need of 
possessions. ‘“The most beautiful ex- 
periences cannot be purchased,’’ he 
said. 


Reconciliation in parishes happens 
in a “‘climate of hospitality’’ where 
people feel welcome, he said. Many el- 
derly, divorced and members of mi- 
nority groups feel alienated in Catholic 
churches and are attracted to fund- 
amentalist religions, he added. 


If all are regarded as brothers and 
sisters, which he called the ‘‘creative 
genius of the Christian church,’’ par- 
ishes will become communities. ‘‘The 
Spirit will be working in us, he said.’ 

HE ALSO called on parishes to 
simplify their structures and meetings 
so members could be ‘‘family people.”’

pleases conservatives |

WASHINGTON (NC) — A flurry of 
Vatican actions and decisions in recent 
months has heightened the consternation 
of many liberal Catholics and the joy or 
relief of many conservative Catholics over 
new directions in the church. 


Liberal or conservative, virtually all 
would agree that Pope John Paul IT and 
top Vatican officials are pushing the U.S. 
Catholic Church in a strongly conserva- 
tive direction. 


MSGR. JOHN Tracy Ellis, dean of 
American Catholic historians, declines to 
predict the outcome but says, ‘‘Conserva- 
tism is momentarily in the ascendancy. I 
don’t think there’s any doubt about that. 

. . There is no doubt that the mind-set 
of this pope is very conservative.” 


Two major controversies that came to a 
head this summer have drawn wide atten- 
tion to the trend. These were: 


e The papally approved Vatican 
decision, announced Aug. 18, that 
Catholic University of America moral 
theologian Father Charles E. Curran was 
‘not suitable nor eligible to teach 
Catholic theology’’ because of his posi- 
tions of dissent. The investigation of 
Father Curran began in 1979, only a few 
months after Pope John Paul II took 
office 


e THE VATICAN order, made 
public Sept. 4, requiring Archbishop 
Raymond Hunthausen of Seattle to trans- 
fer to Auxiliary Bishop Donald Wuerl 
authority over liturgy, seminarians, 
clergy formation, the archdiocesan court, 
and several other areas of church disci- 
pline and teaching. Rome assigned 
Bishop Wuerl to Seattle last year at the 
close of a two-year investigation in the 
archdiocese. 


But those controversies were not iso- 
lated. Others just this summer included: 
e Vatican questioning of some views of 
a highly regarded canon lawyer, Father 
James Provost, which almost led to his

dismissal from the canon law faculty of 
The Catholic University of America. He 
was made a permanent professor only 
after he agreed to change or clarify some 
of his writings and bishops on the univer- 
sity’s board of trustees reversed their 
original vote against him. 


e RECONSIDERATION OF an 
already-announced appointment of Jesuit 
Father Michael Buckley as director of the 
U.S. bishops’ Committee on Doctrine 
when. questions were raised about his 
participation in a 1977 statement 
criticizing a Vatican document on the 
ordination of women. Eventually the 
appointment was reconfirmed, but many 
observers saw the campaign against it as a 
sign of the conservatism of new U.S. 
bishops being appointed by the pope. 

Father Richard McBrien, head of the 
theology department at the University of 
Notre Dame, wrote in a_ nationally 
syndicated column in September that 
recent Vatican appointments of bishops 
in major U.S. archdioceses ‘‘are the sort 
that a Pope Edwin Meese III would have 
made.’’ Meese is attorney general in the 
Reagan admininstration. 


And Archbishop Rembert Weakland of 
Milwaukee used two successive columns 
Sept. 11 and 18 in his archdiocesan 
newspaper to compare current church 
responses to theological dissent with the 
church’s authoritarian repression of 
‘‘modernism’’ at the beginning of this 
century or its earlier reactions to Galileo’s 
science, Renaissance humanism and 
Enlightenment rationalism. 


HE PARTICULARLY deplored what 
he saw as a tendency by the church in all 
those cases to answer to the ferment of 
new ideas by appointing bishops noted for 
“the rigidity of their orthodoxy.”’ 

The Milwaukee archbishop, former 
abbot general of the world’s Benedictines, 
warned against a repetition of the anti- 
modernist era when ‘‘fear and distrust 
were everywhere.’’ The result then, he 
said, was ‘‘a total lack of theological

creativity in the U.S.A. for half a 
century.” 


Msgr. Ellis said he thought it would be 
‘*a little too strong’? to compare the 
current trend in the Vatican with the anti- 
modernist wave, or even with the more 
modulated silencing in the 1950s of some 
of the church’s most prominent 20th- 
century theologians. At the same time, he 
said, trends today included ‘‘elements 
that are suggestive of’’ those earlier eras. 


BUT AUXILIARY Bishop Edward 
Egan of New York, who was an official at 
the Vatican from 1973 to 1985, views the 
current U.S.-Vatican trends in a different 
light.

Diocese observes

SAN DIEGO — Catholics throughout the Diocese of 
San Diego will observe Respect Life Sunday on Oct. 5.

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Angela Lansbury has the right name. 
When I surveyed a dozen Catholic 
bishops recently, her weekly CBS mystery 
series, ‘‘Murder, She Wrote,’’ turned out 
to be the only series named by more than 
one bishop as a current favorite. 


I did the survey by sending a poll about 
TV to the bishops of the 30 dioceses which 
carry my TV column in their newspapers. 
Among other questions, I asked bishops 
how much TV they watch, what types of 
programs they lean toward and what their 
favorite shows are. A dozen bishops 
replied. 

MY PURPOSE was to discover if the 
church leadership knows enough about 
the tube to deal with its influences on 
Catholics, who, if they follow national 
trends, spend four hours a day watching 
TV. That’s nearly 30 hours a week. No 
bishop admitted to eyeing that much 
television. 


Asked how many hours they watch a 
week, no bishop checked a figure higher 
than eight hours while some checked no 
box, indicating that they don’t watch 
much T’V at all. When they do view the 
tube, bishops tend to watch news, which 
outpolled all other program categories. 
Close seconds went to sports and docu- 
mentaries while dramas, comedies and 
movies lagged behind. No bishop, we 
should all be relieved to learn, watches 
soap operas. 


But let’s get specific: what precisely do

Only five bishops named current TV 
shows when asked what they like now. 
‘*The MacNeil/Lehrer NewsHour’’ on 
PBS was nominated by an anonymous 


bishop while Bishop John McGann of 
Rockville Centre, N.Y., lauded ‘“‘The 
Cosby Show.’’ Bishop Hubbard saluted 


both ‘‘60 Minutes’ and ‘‘Hill Street 
Blues.”’ 

THE ONLY show named on two 
ballots was ‘‘Murder, She Wrote,’’ 


chosen a favorite by Archbishop Whealon 
and Archbishop McCarthy. 


In some ways, it’s surprising the 
bishops came up with any nominees, 
given the adjectives they use to describe 


TV. I asked the bishops to consider TV as - 


a whole and to select three words to des- 
cribe its effect on American society. Here 
is what those bishops who signed their 
surveys had to say: 

e Archbishop Whealon: Time- 
wasting, destructive of depth in living, 
crass. 


e ARCHBISHOP MCCARTHY: 
secularizing, homogenizing, inducing 
passivity. 


¢ Bishop Hubbard: passivity, “‘now 
focus, awareness. 

¢ Bishop McGann: 
valueless, hedonistic. - 


e ARCHBISHOP KUCERA: over- 
powering, sterile, materialistic. 


materialistic, 


e Archbishop Lipscomb: pervasive, 
value-forming, distracting. 

e Bishop Thomas Tschoepe, Dallas: 
brain-washing, misleading, stultifying.

e BISHOP JOSEPH Fiorenza, 
Galveston-Houston, Texas: influential, 
tragic, pervasive. 


A final thought on TV was penned by 
Archbishop Whealon, who wrote on the 
bottom of his survey: ‘‘I believe the 
church should be doing more on TV to be 
competitive to secularism and (TV) evan- 
gelists. Yet TV itself has a fatal weakness: 
shallowness. The Gospel comes to us best 
and lives in us best through the more 
enduring, permanent Word.’’ 


My thanks to all the bishops who took 
time to fill out the surveys. Based on their 
responses, I would say they recognize 
how powerful, influential for good and ill, 
and pervasive TV is. They also realize the 
church should be doing something to 
counter its power and to use its pervasive- 
ness to better ends. 


BUT MAYBE they should be 
watching a little more TV. How about a 
week set aside when bishops do nothing 
but sample TV’s wares, even soap 
operas? I think they’d learn a great deal 
more about the members of their 
dioceses.

Film vehicle for Australian’s charm

NEW YORK (NC) — Paul Hogan, the successful 
Australian television personality who has made American 
TV commercials for the Australian tourist trade, stars in 
“Crocodile Dundee’’ (Paramount), a feature based on his 
original story and designed as a vehicle for his acting 
talents. 


Dundee is a friendly, rowdy crocodile hunter from the 
wilds of Australia’s Northern Territory. He has aborigin- 
al ties with the land and the animals and has become 
somewhat of a legend for having escaped from the 
clutches of a monstrous crocodile and lived to tell of it. 

WHEN HE meets an attractive journalist (Linda 
Kozlowski), who treks to the Outback to do a human 
interest story on him, he finds romance. Further adven- 
dures come when he visits New York after she invites him 
to return with her. 

Their special attachment to each other stems more from 
the extreme contrasts of personality and upbringing than 
from the physical nature of their being alone in the hostile 
and dangerous outback. Director Peter Faiman, who 
helped Hogan put the project together, goes to great 
lengths to preserve the platonic nature of their affair. 

Aside from a somewhat suggestive scene in which 
Kozlowski is clad in a-very- flimsy bathing suit, there is 
very little to criticize in this lighthearted import. True 
love conquers and the legend of the Crocodile Man is 
preserved. 

HOGAN HAS created a personal vehicle which 
provides American audiences with a small dose of his 
charming mannerism, but it’s inconceivable that he can 
carry the interest beyond the narrow constraints of 
culture-shock humor.

Film exploits two great actors 


‘“Tough Guys’? (MGM-UA) uses the great seasoned 

acting talents of Kirk Douglas and Burt Lancaster, ably 

“assisted by Charles Durning and Eli Wallach, in a dis- 
appointing comedy of low aspirations. 


Douglas and Lancaster are two thieves from the old 
school who are released on probation after 30 years in the 
state prison. They encounter a world of small-time teen- 
age punks, young women who are sexually attracted to 
older men, and a society obsessed with locking up its 

»elders in homes and welfare hotels. 


THE GRACEFULLY aged ex-cons, motivated by the 
spoiled and ingenuous world they encounter, conspire to 
pull off just one more great caper to show that they can. 


The film’s observations about senior citizens are apt 
“and accurate. It provides some humorous vignettes 
which, unfortunately, become just simple asides rather 
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than the central movement of the film about the self- 
assertiveness of two very proud oldtimers. 


The zany antics are punctuated by an implausible affair 
Douglas is enticed into by the affectionate punk manager 
of a coed aerobics gym and unnecessary use of harsh lan- 
guage throughout. This doesn’t especially dampen the 
wonderful chemistry between Douglas and Lancaster but 
it does lessen the significance of a film that could have 
made a touching statement about the penal system and 
old age. 


THE SEXUAL nature of the boys’ reintegration into 
society makes the film less suitable for youngsters. It’s a 
silly and somewhat crude movie which exploits rather 
than enobles the talents of two of our greatest actors. The 
U.S. Catholic Conference classification is A-[II — adults. 
The Motion Picture Association of America rating is PG 
— parental guidance suggested. 


Zeffirelli movie is ‘depressing’ 


Lighting and contrast between warm and cold assume 
dramatic proportions in Franco Zeffirelli’s ‘‘Otello”’

Verdi opera featuring Placido Domingo. 


The story is heavy and essentially depressing. Murder 
and suicide are the consequences of loss of faith. The 
action is all melodrama. The music, albeit poorly orche- 
strated in this production, is all that really matters. The 
film would neither entertain youngsters nor provide a 
musical treat for adults.

Cavett brings intelligent talk to TV 


NEW YORK (NC) — Dick Cavett is back on ABC- 
TV where he began in 1968. His new talk show, which 
will air twice weekly at 1 a.m., goes up against ‘‘Late 
Night With David Letterman.”’ 


Letterman has garnered success with a soft and easy- 
going mix of celebrity patter and deadpan absurdist 
monologue to create a late-night parody of a talk show. 
Letterman’s guests don’t have to be bright and articulate. 
Letterman controls the action with dry aplomb, a kind of 
mock arrogance. He’s found that the late-night audience 
of the 1980s seeks refuge in trivia. 


CAVETT SEEMS well-worn by his many travels and 
is perhaps mildly discouraged about his task of resurrect- 
ing intelligent, probing chatter with guests who are 
allowed to open up and display their feelings. But he 
enjoys provoking people. In his heyday he developed a 
show which became too hot to handle, both as a confes- 
sional and an arena for controversy. Nevertheless, he 
managed to keep a tight-knit following. 

The world of talk shows has changed in recent years. 
Merv Griffin is off the air. Johnny Carson probably will 
retire after his 25th year. Alan Thicke peddled a failed 
style with no substance. Doomed to failure out of fear and 


ignorance are Joan Rivers and David Brenner. Regis 
Philbin and Phil Donahue are the captives of middle- 
American women. That leaves Letterman and Cavett to 
battle it out. Both are wise and witty. Letterman has dis- 
covered an audience of brain-dead late-night viewers. 
Cavett has been given the job of reviving them. 


In his premiere show with Tom Hanks and Lily 
Tomlin, Cavett warmed up slowly like a punchy ex- 
champ who’s taken too many low blows and wonders why 
he’s subjecting himself to more stress. It shows on his 
face. The boyish glint is becoming a cautionary stare; the 
fiesty music intro is now a blues-like jazz infusion. He 
said he’s willing to do anything on the show, including, it 
appeared, idly reminisce about past glories — his 
apologia for his comeback. 


ONE HOPES that the networks haven’t dimmed his 
enthusiasm, that he can find the incentive to bring back 
meaningful, insightful conversation which will have a 
positive impact on manners and morals. Cavett certainly 
has the talent to do it, but is there anyone left out there 
who cares?

ALCALA PARK — Father Michael Smith told partic- 
ipants in one of the Catechetical Institute workshops that 
creativity in planning children’s liturgies should be based 
on guidelines found in documents published since the 
second Vatican Council. 

Father Smith is director of the diocesan Center for Lit- 
urgy and Prayer and pastor of The Immaculata. 

MUCH OF his presentation followed a question-and- 
answer format. 

Liturgies should ‘‘prepare children to celebrate as teen- 
agers and adults,’”’ he said. ‘‘We’re preparing them for an 
easy transition into an adult community.” 

He said liturgy planners should aim for participation 
by the entire assembly, adding that children should be in- 
volved, but not distracted nor entertained. 

FATHER SMITH said children should know well the 
songs chosen for the celebration. He advised against using 
“‘kiddy and pep rally music.”’ 

The speaker gave the following suggestions for plan- 
ning children’s liturgies: 


e Plan the celebration around the theme of the 
readings. 
e¢ Use two short readings — the first from the Old 


Testament or New Testament; the second is the Gospel. 

e Ifthe readings are difficult to understand, dramatize 
them or use a lectionary for children. 

e Provide variety in the responsorial psalms. They can 
be sung, chanted, spoken, or have musical accompani- 
ment in the background. 

e Sing the Gospel acclamation or eliminate it. 

¢ Have the best readers serve as lectors. 

e@ Select the most appropriate Eucharistic Prayer. 
Some are in ‘‘Masses for Children’’ in the revised- 
Sacramentary. 

e Include brief periods in the liturgy for silent 
reflection. 


The liturgist also mentioned some mistakes to avoid: 


e Do not intersperse the ‘‘Lord, have mercy’’ with a 
confession of failings. 

e Do not present gifts at the Offertory other than 
bread and wine. Additional gifts can be carried in the 
entrance procession. 

¢ Do not include prayers of thanksgiving with the peti- 
tions. Thanksgiving prayers can be offered after the 
Eucharist is received. 

¢ Do not make 
Postcommunion prayer. 
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announcements before the

SACRAMENTO, California (NC) — Los 20 obispos 
de California denunciaron en Septiembre 16 un referendo 
en todo el estado que pondria en cuarentena a las victimas 
del SIDA, ‘diciendo que la propuesta infringe los derechos 
civiles. 


EI referendo, conocido por Proposicién 64, aparecera 
en las boletas electorales de California en noviembre.
